BILL . 


Text of u M easure In trod u ced b y R ep re­ 
sen ta tiv e V andever. 
W a sh in g to n , December 3d.—Below is 
tbe text oi Y andever’sb ill introduced M on­ 
day. 
I; was im possible to accom plish any 
irrigation legislation last session, but th*e 
Clerk of the H ouse Irrigation Com m ittee 
says he would not be surprised if an irriga­ 
tion bill passes this Congress: 
Bec’io n l The Secretary of the Interior shall 
cau^e the arid lauds of the United States, where 
irrigation is necessaiv for successful agriouit- 
ure, to be surveyed and platted into irrigation 
districts in such a m anner that each district 
shall consist of a Dasin for the collection, stor­ 
age aud distribution of the w ater to be used in 
irrigatijn, together w ith a catchm ent area and 
sites for reservoirson all irrigable lands on which 
the waters of such irrigation districts can be 
used for irrigation. 
section 2. T hat lands em braced in the irriga­ 
tion districts as herein provided shall be ceded 
to the several States and Territories in which 
they are situated for the purpose of reclam a­ 
tion and settlem ent upon the following condi­ 
tions, to wit. First—It shall be incum bent upon 
the state or Territory to provide th at the quali­ 
fied voters of each irrigation district m av or­ 
ganize as a body corporate aud politic, tor the 
purpose of controlling water for irrigation and 
oilier l.-eueticial purposes and for the coustruc- 
tiou of irrigation works be any oi methods to 
w it: First, by the sale of irrigable lauds: sec­ 
ond, by the co-operation of the teople interested 
therein; third, by taxes levied on the lauds ir­ 
rigated; fourth, by the issuance of irrigation 
district bonds, the interest and principal to be 
paid by taxes levied ou the lands irrigated; 
fifth, by granting to persons and corporations 
the right and imposing on them the dutv of 
supplying water for irrigation aud other benefi­ 
cial purposes through the ageucv of irrigation 
works lor a term of twenty-seven vears, and by 
funner providing that at tne expiration of such 
term of twenty-seven years from the beginning 
oi the fits’, service of water the rignts and 
dut es of such persons or corporations shall 
term inate, and such irrigation works shall 
thereupon become aud be the property of the 
respective irrigation distric s to which they 
pertain; then in such case the people of each 
irrigation district in their corporate capacity, 
m av use aud control the reservoirs and s.tes for 
storage of water for agricultural and other 
beneficial purposes. Second—It shall be incum ­ 
bent upon the State or Territory to select suit­ 
able irrigable lands, to be disposed of by the 
8*ate or Territory, as hereinafter provided! and 
the residue of lands in the irrigation districts 
shall be declared tim ber lands and pasturage 
lands, to rem ain the inalienable property of the 
State or Territory as catchm ent areas for water 
to he used in irrigation. 
Section 3. Any State or Territory in which are 
situated any oi the irrigation districts provided 
lor in this Act shall have authority to dispose 
of the irrigable lands by sale to actual settlers, 
the proceeds of such sale to be used in tbe con­ 
struction of irrigating works necessary for their 
reclam ation. 
' 
- t 
Section 4. T hat anyState or Territory in which 
are situate any of the irrigation districts pío- 
vided for in this Act shall have authority to 
provide by statute for the use and protection of 
the forests of tim ber lands aud the use aud pro­ 
tection of the grazing on pasturage lands by 
citizens of the irrigation districts. 
Section 5. T hat this Act shall not be construed 
to e nvey to the states or Territories aDy m in 
ing lands or coal lauds Included in the tim ber 
aud pasturage lands, but such m ining and cor 1 
lauds shall be subject to acquirem ent under the 
statutes of the United States providing for their 
disposal. 
section 6. T hat w henever the Governor of anv 
State or Territory w herein are situate any of 
the irrigation districts provided lor in this Act 
shall have certified to the President of tne 
United states that the provisions of this Act 
have been com plied w ith by such State or Ter­ 
ritory, and shad have properly exem plified the 
same, and if the President shall find th at such 
provisions have been rroperly com plied with, 
he is hereby authorized to issue his proclam a­ 
tion sorting forth the facts and declaring th at 
such Slate or Territory, aud the people of such 
irrigation districts, are entitled to the benefits 
ol this Act. aud thereupon it shall have full 
force and effect. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


Yoorhees said he would take the statem ent of 
General Miles far sooner th an th at of the Sen­ 
ator who lived near the reservation, and who. 
with his people, w anted to get the ludían lauds 
as soon as possible. One was a reliable officer, 
the 
other was the fox 
ljin g around the 
pen where the geese were, w aiting to get some 
of them. 
The discussion had nearly closed, when at 3 
o’clock the Vice-President laid before the Senate, 
as unfinished business, the elections bill. 
Turpie took the floor in opposition to the sub­ 
stitute measure. He said they rested for its sup­ 
port on w hat was called the suppressed colored 
Republican vote in the Souih. In the course of 
his rem ark: he taid iu the Northern States, 
where all th ’.s outcry was m ade, the colored 
men had no more chance of prelerm cnt than 
the Roman riathoiie iu New Ham pshire a h u n ­ 
dred years ago. The suppression of the colored 
vote in the eouth was the thing m anifestly in 
question affirmed on one side and denied on'the 
other; but the suppression of the North was a 
thiug unconditional. The suprem acy of the 
white race was not peculiar to any portion ol 
the United States, fc’outh Carolina was not more 
com pletely under its sway than Pennsylvania. 
The m an, especially the m an o f-th e W hite 
House, who sought to tm broil the white man 
and black races for the purpose he could not 
conceal and did not avow, was guilty of all out­ 
rage ten-foid greater th an anv of t’uose he in­ 
vented or described. 
At the concusión of his speech Turpie re­ 
ceived tbe congratulations of his Democratic 
colleagues, and the Senate adjourned. 
THE HOUSE. 
Washington, December 3d.—The 
Speaker 
stated the pending business was the lurther 
consideration of the copyright bill. 
After argum ents against the bill-by Springer. 
Peters and Ker , and la its favor by Krecken- 
ndge of Kentucky, Farquhar, McAdoo, Cum­ 
mings and Butterw orth, Pet.-rs moved to recom­ 
m it, w ith instructions to the com m ittee to 
report it hack w ith an am endm ent lim iting the 
life of the copyright to fourteen years. 
Breckenridge of Arkansas moved to am end 
the instructions by instructing the com m ittee to 
provide for the im portation of books ol foreign 
authors at the rate now provided by law . Both 
were lost. 
The question then occurred on the passage of 
the bill, aud the roll-cail resulted—ayes 130, 
noes 95. 
The House then adjourned.

T he F ig h t O ver It» P a»sage tb e Topic- of 
C on versation ,

in the Senate over the Federa! elections 
bill Í9 the principal topic of discussion in 
W ashington to-day. 
A t piesent the situa­ 
tion appears thusly: 
A napjority of the 
R epublican leaders are determ ined and en­ 
thusiastic in their policy. 
The m in er.ty 
are indifierent about the m atter, but listen­ 
ing. and a tew are positively opposed to it. 
The D em ocrats have not R epublican 
ideas, and they enter tbe fight counting 
more on their eflorts th an upan any com ­ 
binations they m ay possibly m ake. 
T heir 
plan is very sim ple. 
They propose to open 
discussion of the m atter as they would that 
of any other bill of its im portance, and to 
continue in that spirit as long as possible. 
T hey wiil refrain from any action that 
could be pronounced dilatory as long as 
possible. 
G orm an will be accorded the 
leadership, and an eflort will be m ade to 
keep w ithin the line of conservatism . 


S ilver P u rch ases.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, December 3d —In presenting a 
petition lor an am endm ent to the tariff bill in 
relation to a rebute on m anufactured tobacco, 
Allison said the conferees on the part of both 
Houses had agreed that th at section of the bill 
had been om itted iu the enrollm ent. He had 
no doubt the m atter would receive early atten ­ 
tion. 
Callom introduced a bill to reduce letter post­ 
age to 1 cent. 
Referred. 
Hawiey. from the Committee on M ilitary Af 
fairs, reported aud asxed to have put upon pas­ 
sage a joint resolution authorizing the Secretary 
of War to issue aim s and am m unition to the 
States of North aud South Dakota. 
Mandereon m oved to include the State of 
Nebraska. 
Yoorhees said th at if the proposition was to 
issue 100,000 rations of food to the starving In ­ 
dians it weuid be more consistent w ith Chris­ 
tian civilization. 
He referred to the published 
statem ent of General Miles in an interview that 
the Indians were driven to revolt by starvation, 
aud said it was a crim e on the part of the Gov­ 
ernm ent to stand by and do nothing excel,t fur­ 
nish arm s to the whites. 
The Indians have 
been suffering for years iu silence. There was 
guiltiness somewhere iu connection w ith it. 
The hostilities into w hich the Indians of the 
Northwest were beiDe driven would result not 
m erely in th e destruction of the lives of m anv 
Indians, but the lives of thousands of Am erican 
citizens and hundreds of Am erican soldiers; 
that this condition of things had been brought 
about by niggardliness, parsim onious or dishon­ 
est policy, he knew not which. A policv had 
beeu pursued to take the lands of the Indians 
and not pay enough for them to keep tbe In- 
diaus from starving w hen dispossessed of their 
homes. 
Hawley spoke briefly, saying he had no ob­ 
jection to the rem arks ot the Senator from In­ 
diana, except th at they were, perhaps, a little 
exaggerated. 
Dawes, Chairm an of the Committee on In ­ 
dian Affairs, very m uch doubted if the short­ 
ness of food was the origin of the trouble, or 
th at a supply of food would be a cure for it. 
The difficulty w ith the Indian service had all 
along been the constant change of policy. 
Heretofore for years it bad been impressed on 
Congress th at the best way to treat the Indian 
was to starve him to self-support. “ Root, hog. 
or die," had been the phrase put over the door 
of those who adm inistered the affairs of the In­ 
dians, and the policy had been to cut down, 
year by year, the rations required by the trea­ 
ties. 
As to the suggestion io the public press 
th at the Governm ent had failed to keep the 
promises m ade 
the Indians by the aioux 
Commission, etc., he said the Commission had 
m ade two sorts of stipulation with the Indians. 
One ol them was w ritten out in plain language 
and enacted into a law by Congress, aud that 
stipulation the Commission had taken out to 
the Indians and asked them to accept it. The 
Indians had had cause of com plaint because ol 
the non iulfillm ent of other agreem ents, and 
the Commission told them that it had no 
authoiity as to those m atters, but th at it would 
us,e its influence w ith the Government in the 
case. W hen the Indian representatives cam e to 
W ashington with the Commission, a full discus­ 
sion was had and an agreem ent embodied in 
the bill, which was subm itted to Cougress by the 
President. The bill thus trained to the complete 
satisfaction of the Indians passed the Senate, but 
where it was be did not know. 
He knew, 
however, the skirts of toe Executive and of the 
Senate were clear of any attem pt to depart an 
iota from the assurance given to the Indians by 
the Commission. He (Dawes) saw the Indian 
troubles w ith a full apprehension of the d an ­ 
ger, and of the neces fty of some present relief 
to bring around composure among the Indians 
and extradite them f om the lead of such bad 
Indians as Sitting Bull and Red Cloud, who 
were the bone and sinew ol the tribe. 
Yoorhees repelled the "feeble attem pt at a 
sneer” on the part of Dawes, and said the 
latter knows the situation iust as well as he did, 
for General Miles had told the public th at the 
Indians had been m ade ho tile, and preferred 
to die fighting than to die of starvation. These 
red men could enter the field w ith six thou­ 
sand fighting m en, well arm ed, w ith the ad­ 
vantage of a knowledge of the country, and 
could fight six thousand Am erican troops on 
term s of equality. 
He asked the Senator from 
M assachusetts to state w hether these Indians 
had enough to eat; w hether Miles was right or 
wrong, and w hether the Indians were being 
starved Into belligerency. 
Dawes said the great difficulty of d eilio g 
with the GdJtrj Indians who are rebellious was 
they belong to that class ox Indians w ho never 
did a day’s work in th eir lives. 
m 
Pierce of North Dakota said 
had *ome- 
■ tim es woLdsred if the white p opie in that re- 
gicr. did n ;t them selves g> on the w ar parti be­ 
’, causn they were hungry. 
Ih e Indians seemed 
to get noble as well as bungrv the further the 
people get aw ay from them . He (Pierce) lived 
w ithin a few m iles of the great Sioux reserva 
tion. He had t>een there for the last two 
m onths, and this was the first tim e he heard it 
asserted th a t the Indian was on the w arpath 
because he was hungry. He saw the Indians 
every 
day 
in 
the 
town 
where 
he 
lived, 
and they 
were 
better 
fed, 
ap­ 
parently, than 
the Senator from 
Indiana. 
[Laughter.] He had no doubt but 
th at in 
some of the agencies there are Indians who 
com plain of insufficient food, but he questioned 
very m uch w hether General Miles m ade the 
statem ent attributed to him in the newspapers 
The trouble w ith Indian is that they are fed and 
clothed and allowed to live on the bountv of 
the Government, and the "devil finds m ischief 
still for idle hands to do.”

Care o f G am e. 
In answer to a query hv “Me,” I have 
learned, after long experience in Kansas, 
Indian Territory and Colorado, and both 
in hot and cold weather, especially hot 
weather, never to draw birds, squirrels or 
rabbits. 
If you desire sweet meat, bleed 
them well at once when shot, and dry the 
feathers and skin. 
I have very success­ 
fully kept game in hot weather by placing 
single birds in a paper sack and tie with a 
string, then hang up in as cool a place as 
possible. 
Always hang head up, as this 
manner takes the entrails awav from the 
breast. _ L>o not hang in “groups” at any 
season if expected to keep four or five 
days; hang singly in the shade. 
The 
only birds that it is desirable to draw at 
once are sage hens, found in the mountains 
west of the plains. 
K ill fish at once by cutting the throat 
deep and let them bleed. 
Then wrap in a 
wet cloth and place in a basket. 
Don’t 
wet them any more. 
Grass is good if 
sweet and clean. 
In packing game of any 
kind or fish don’t let the ice touch or melt 
on it. 
W here necessary to use ice wrap it 
in papers and rubber in solid cakes; pack 
the game between the cakes. 
Trout and 
fine-flavored birds can be carried a thou­ 
sand miles, and a week to go it in, if 
packed in this way.— Forest an<l Stream.

T h e Irish P arty's Lc-aiUr M uch Subdued 
in D em eanor. 
L ondon, December 33 — Parnell, facing 
certain defeat, is m uch subdued ii nis de­ 
m eanor. 
Courteous and dignified, and to 
the last exhausting all the devices ’of ob­ 
struction, he announces thevotes proclaim ­ 
ing the destruction oi’ his leadership w ith 
as m uch calm ness as if he is unconcerned. 
D aring the debates yesterday he resolutely 
and unfairly ruled all poin.’s in his ow n 
fayor. 
he conciliated hi¿ opponents 
w ith his politeness an j gentlem anliness. 
Tne Irish party’s decisicu has now beeu 
practically recorded, but Parnell, clinging 
desperately to a pretense ot leadership, lias 
prepared a series of filibustering m otions 
t r to day, and will not allow a vote to be 
‘taken on the m ain question while obstruc­ 
tion is possible. 
P arnell was in the library of the H ouse 
at noon. 


M E E T IN G A D JOU RNS UN TIL THURSDAY. 
L ondon, December 
3 3 —The 
London 
m eeting of the Irish X ationalists for fur­ 
th er consideration of the Parnell leadership 
reassem bled at 2 o’clock ibis afternoon. 
D aring 
the 
proceedings 
Parnell an­ 
nounced th at tbe Sergeant-at-A rm s of the 
H ouse of Com m ons had granted (he Irish 
m em bers the use of the com m ittee-room 
u n til 7 o’clock.

A dispatch trom Clonmel was read de­ 
claring tnt* tenants on the Sm ith Berry es­ 
tates, w ith D illon and O'Brien iu opposi­ 
tion, had declared fealty to Parnell.

telegram from the Belfast branch of the 
X ational League was read, which declared 
the m em bers w ould have no leader but 
Parnell. 
Sexton, w ho represents the W estern D i­ 
vision of Belfast, said it the opinion of the 
Belfast X ationaiists was contrary to his, he 
would resign. 
Clancy said he had a proposal to m ake 
w hich, he hoped, w ould induce a solutioa 
of th e difficulty. 
A conversation then ensued which re­ 
sulted in adjournm ent until to-morrow , 
w hen it is expected a com prom ise will bs 
arranged w hich w ill lead to entirely new 
developm ents.

A GEBRYMANDEEED DISTRICT. 


In the Seventh Congressional District of 
South Carolina Thomas E. M iller was 
elected to Congress, receiving two-third: 
and over of all the votes cast. 
But Mr. 
M iller is a Republican, and therefore the 
State Board of Canvassers, which is Dear 
ocratic, have done their utmost to defeat 
the will of the people. 
They object that 
the word “for” was prefixed to “Congress” 
in the title of the tickets or ballots; that 
the tickets were a shade off color, and a 
mere fraction under-sized. 
They have 
been infinitely troubled, however, about 
throw ing ont the M iller vote and certify­ 
ing his Democratic opponent, W illiam 
E lliott, as elected. 
I t appears th at the 
Democracy, 
contrary to 
law, had the 
words “Fifty-second” prefixed to the word 
“Congress” in the caption of their ballots. 
If they should hold the one irregularity to 
be fatal, they must also declare the other 
equally so. 
B ut the entire Board is Democratic, the 
district is a gerrymander, and the likeli­ 
hood, at last reports, was that M iller would 
be refused a certificate and a man sent up 
w ith the document in his pocket who re­ 
ceived less than one-third of the votes cast. 
O; course, a contest before the 
House 
would be folly on the part of Miller. 
It is 
such action as is anticipated in South 
Carolina, for one thing, that gives emphasis 
to the demand that the State should print 
the tickets for all elections, thus utterly 
removing all possibility of objection to any 
ballot for irregularity. 
B ut returning to the case noted, it is re­ 
called that 
in 
1888 Mr. M iller and 
Mr. E lliott were candidates for Congress 
in the same district. 
Mr. M iller was 
elected in that year, but the Board of 
Canvassers pave the certificate to Colonel 
Elliott. 
Mr. M iller made a contest and 
secured his seat. 
The district is the most 
wonderfully gerrymandered section known 
in the U nited States. 
It is a veritable 
shoe-string. 
County 
and geographical 
lines are ignored in its boundaries. 
It is 
so carved out that the mass of the Repub­ 
lican vote is thrown into it. Parishes and 
towns are cut through by its lines; it 
takes in the whole 
sea-coast, 
except 
Charleston and a short bit of land in the 
northeast and at the south end where it 
runs in a narrow belt far into the interior 
and almost to Columbia. 
Ju st after the election in November the 
World, of Charleston, a Democratic jour­ 
nal, said that E lliott was fairly beaten in 
the black district, as it is called, and 
added: 
When we reflect that this district was put 
aside and so arranged that it would contain the 
tremendous colored majority, it is truiy a re­ 
markable evidence of Colonel Eliott’s high 
character &hd great persona! popularity that 
he should have received the heavy vote cast for 
him. It seems to the ttorM, however, that in­ 
asmuch as the district was apparently set aside 
and arranged as a black district, the election of 
a colored representative is the most natural re­ 
sult which could have transpired, and it the 
heavy vote which the whites cad control in the 
black district is hereaiter held and 
used 
simply to influence the colored people in the 
choice of a safe and conservative represent 
ative. that would be the best use to which that 
vote could be put in the future. 
M any of the South Carolina press spoke 
in a like strain, and the News of Green 
ville, the Herald of Spartanburg and the 
World have had the courage to protest 
against the attem pt to count out M iller 
The value of the m atter is in placing the 
infamy of the gerrym ander in a stronger 
light, and secondly in the protest of 
Democratic journals which indicates the 
crystallization of a sentiment in favor of 
fairer play than has obtained, and of un­ 
willingness to remain silent in presence of 
an attem pt to steal a Congressional dis­ 


trict.

The officers recovered the coat for Mr. 
Merkley, and “Cobblestone" was locked up 
on a charge of petty larceny.

T h e C olusa Irrig a tio n D istrict 
G lenn E state. 
W ill S. Green, engineer of the Central 
Irrigation District and editor of the Colnsa 
Sun, sends the following reply to the com­ 
munication from F. C. Lusk, attorney for 
the Glenn estate, which appeared in the 
Recokd Union on the 28’.h ult: 
Eds. Record Union: The condemnation 
suit of 
the Central 
Irrigation District 
against the Glenn estate is receiving some 
attention. 
Mr. F. C. Lusk, attorney for 
the eetate, appears in print in your issue of 
last Friday. Technically he scores a point 
or two, but those understanding the situa­ 
tion can see that it is only technically. 
The Glenn estate embraces some 40,000 
acres of land on the Sacramento river, in 
this county. One field contains some 16.000 
acres. The Central Canal runs through 
this field, cutting off some 5.S00 acres, aud 
runs through it a distance of six and a h#lf 
miles. 
The defendant (the estate) (Ere 
the depositions of or brought into Coufra 
num ber of the very largest land-owners in 
the Sacramento valley, and the proof was 
made to show great damage, because of 
cutting a large tract of land—that it was so 
much cheaper to fence 10,000 acres in one 
field than to have 5,800acres cut off. There 
was some damage from the irregularity, 
but the burden of it related in cheapness 
of fencing large parallelograms, so much so 
that Mr. Lusk, in addressing the jury, felt 
justified in indorsing a statement that bed 
appeared in the San Francisco Bulletin, 
that it cost SI 20 to produce a cen­ 
tal 
of 
wheat 
on 
a 
160-acre 
tract 
and that this cost was reduced in propor­ 
tion to the size of the tract, until it could 
be produced on a 50,000 acre tract for fifty 
cents. Taking this up, I wrote an editorial 
for the Sun oi November 12th, in which I 
said that Mr. Lusk had made this plea, 
and that it was upon this theory that the 
excessive damages of $26,000, iu addition to 
$6,400 for the land, was based. I stated 
that as it had been proven that an acre of 
land in a 40,000-acre tract was worth so 
much more than an acre in a small tract, 
that taxes must be assessed and collected 
in proportion. I may not have made the 
stitem ent clear enough, and you took it 
that tea imony had been introduced to 
prove how much it cost to produce a cental 
of wheat on different sized tracts, and Mr. 
Lusk look advantage of his opportunity 
to make “much ado about nothing.” The 
theory was substantiated. It was proved 
that it could be produced a great deal 
cheaper. It amounted to the same in 
theory as though the figures named by the 
Bulletin, and indorsed and presented to the 
jury by Mr. Lusk, had been given. There 
is substantially no difference, and the 
points Mr. Lusk made about there being 
do such testimony comes in the line of 
pettifogging. I have written several articles 
on the subject since, and I am going to 
write 
others, to the end that 
taxes 
may 
be 
assessed 
according 
to 
the 
evidence of these large land-ownen. 
Mr. 
Lusk assures you that my object in these 
articles is to affect witnesses and jurors in 
other cases of like nature. How ? I have 
charged that the testimony taken as a 
whole establishes the fact that an acre of 
land in a large tract is worth more than an 
acre in a small tract, whether in the exact 
ratio claimed by Mr. Lusk of 120 per cent, 
to 50 per cent, is of small importance. I 
think I can show the Board of Equalization 
that it will justify a tax in double the 
amount of the small tract. If this deters 
great owners from rushing into Court to 
eet exorbitant damages from like owners 
by showing how much more valuable an 
acre is in a big tract than a small one, it is 
well. If they do they m ust stand by it 
throughout. If it is not a fact that the acre 
is worth more, and if nobody wants to 
make it so appear, how are witnesses to be 
affftted? It is a rule that must work both 
ways: if it is invoked to take money out of 
the pocJ^ls of small land-owners to pay 
exorbitant damages, it must also work to 
make the larger tracts relieve the small 
holders when it comes to taxes. If they do 
not want it to work that way they should 
“swear not at all.” 
Mr. Lu3k has been writing some letters 
to the local papers of this county, but he 
does not abandon his theory of great dam- 
ase to great farms. He says to the Williams 
Farmer that $100 000 would be no tem pta­ 
tion whatever for allowing the canal to go 
through that princely domain. 
This is 
$15,300 a mile. 
Let us see if this is not a 
greater damage than a small farmer would 
claim: Joseph Ganion owns 320 acres of land 
he values at $40 an acre, or $12,800. The 
canal runs through it a mile. If he should 
be damaged $15,300; who would own the 
balance of the laud, and would get the 
other $2,500? Mr. Ganion asked and re­ 
ceived $1,040, about one-fifth the allow­ 
ance to the principality, and one-fifteen of 
Mr. Lusk’s present valuation. 
W ith such idea3 of damage as this there 
can be no county roads, no railroads, no 
canals, and in fact, if the aggregation of 
land into the hands of the few continues, 
there will be no need of any of these things. 
But I did not come into your columns to 
discuss these m atters,but simply to explain.

DKAIN4GE GAKiL AGAIN. 


A PHOPCSITION TO MAKE A CHANGE 
FOE THE EETTEE. 


A C onference "Will be H eld B etw een th e 
Supervittorg an d T ru stees—An E ye­ 
sore an d a M enace. 


T he drainage canal bugaboo roared and 
snorted and shook its shaggy head a: the 
Supervisors again yesterday. 
A t the N ovem ber session of the Board 
com plaints cam e in from the people living 
along the banks of the canal to the effect 
th a t th e ditch was a nuisance and a dis- 
ease-germ hatchery of the 
worst kind. 
S om ething had to be done, they declared, 
and th at quickly. 
They com plained p ar­ 
ticularly of the winery oulside of the city 
lim its, w hich dum ped its refuse m atter 
in to the stagnant canal, causing a stench 
th a t was stifling. 
The Supervisors referred 
the m atter to C ounty H ealth Officer McKee 
of E lk Gr^ve. 
D r. McKee visited the 
w inery and then forgot to m ake a report. 
On M onday of this week the com plainants 
seat iu a representative to the Board, who 
kicked up such a row over th e m atter that 
the Board sent after Dr. McKee im m edi­ 
ately to learn the w hys and wherefores. 
T he doctor put in an appearance yester­ 
day. 
THE nOCTOB WAS LENIEXT. 
H e reported that he had m ade a pretty 
thorough investigation, and had reached 
th e conclusion th at the refuse m atter from 
the winery was harm less, and although che 
odor it gave forth was hardly suggestive of 
new -m ow n hay, it was no worse th an he 
found sbove w here the refuse m atter was 
durupsd in. 
H e added th at even if the 
debris and the odor did constitute a n u is­ 
ance, it would hardly be justice to em bar­ 
rass so large an enterprise as the w inery on 
account of it. 
T he canal should either be 
flushed regularly or covered. 
W hen m e doctor had concluded his re ­ 
m arks C hairm an Boss’ physiognom y pro­ 
claim ed th at he was not iu accord w ith the 
suggestions offered. 
“Suppose,” said the C hairm an, “ that 
there was no canal there at all— what 
w ould the w inery do?” 
“ The owners would undoubtedly have to 
dig one like it, and probably over the same 
course,” replied the doctor. 
He also ven­ 
tured the opinion that the only “ kickers” 
against the winery were persons living 
near it who were not furnished w ith free 
w ine. 
Mr. Ross doubt^l this, and then branched 
off on a general dissertation on the "w hite 
elephant," as the d-ainsge canal has been 
a p tly -dubbed. 
H e declared it a nuisance, 
an eye sore, a m enace to th e health of the 
city and an outrage upon those in the 
country living in the "pocket” south cf the 
city, w here the canal dum ped its foul b u r­ 
den. 


LOOK OUT FOR THE YIGILAKCE COMMITTEE. 
Supervisor Tebbets had been w aiting ali 
day for a chance to m ake a speech, anti 
here was his opportunity. 
H e started off 
by m oving th at a com m ittee of three be 
appointed by the Chair, whose duty it wiil 
be to confer w ith the City Trustees with 
th e vie w of devising ways and m eans for im ­ 
proving thedrainagesyslem . 
H e suggested 
D octor M cK ees plan 
of 
covering and 
flushing the canal. 
H e said the city and 
county snonld go hand in hand in the m at­ 
ter. 
D uring the sum m er a couple of the 
idle fire engines could be taken to the head 
of the canal every now and then and pum p 
fresh w ater through it for a couple of days, 
thereby -leaning it thoroughly. 
It would 
be one of the best things, he declared, that 
ever happened to Sacram ento. 
" If th s m atter is overlooked m uch longer,’ 
continued Mr. Tebbets, “ there will be an 
epidem ic here som e day, and the people 
will die off in hundreds. 
Those that escape 
will then organize and hang the Suner- 
visors and Trustees—and 1 w ouldn’t blam e 
them 
for 
doing it, either. 
The 
two 
built the canal, and 
now w hy should 
they n o t keep it clean? 
People who 
visit Sacram ento point at the canal in 
ridicule, and 
ask w hy 
it 
is 
r o t 
at 
least covered ever, and the people of Sacra­ 
m ento have no idea of w hat danger they 
are in for sn epidem ic of sr.nte k in d —and 
all from this foul-sm elling ditch.” 


MOT COUNTY PP.OFEP.TY. 
C hairm an R uss’ pet hubby is th a t the 
county has nothing to do with the canal, 
and w hen Mr. Tebbeis suggested that the 
city and county go into the m atter together, 
it was like shaking a red flag at a bull. 
Mr Ross vacated the chair im m ediately 
and requested Mr. Greer to preside w hile 
he talked. 
“ It's ali very well ” began Mr. 
Ross, "for Mr. Tebbets to talk about the 
county joining bancs w ith the city to fix 
up this d irty ditch, w hen he know s very 
well th at the city is the sole ow ner of it, 
and the county has nothing to do w ith it 
w ba'ever. 
It's th e cjty's business to take 
cars of it, and I give you ali fair w arning 
now th at as long as I am a m em ber of this 
B oard I will never cast m y vote in favor of 
the county giving one cent for the w ork.” 
“ W ho b uilt th at c a u a iin te r p o s e d Mr. 
Tebbets. 
“ W ell, you say the city and county did,” 
was the reply. 
"B ut I say that d o m atter 
w ho built it, the city has charge of it new , 
has had for years, and it should attend to 
it. 
The canal is entirely w lihiu the city 
lim its. 
It was originally intended as a ben­ 
efit to the city and not the county. 
I’m 
not saying th at the city should not have 
any drainage, but I am saying th at it should 
look alter its own affairs ami uot be im ­ 
posing upon the county. 
We have, like a 
lot of silly boys, been voting m oney right 
Elong for repairing and building bridges 
across the canal, w hen we had n o rig h t to 
do it, and the City Trustees have been 
laughing in their sleeves at us.” 
Mr. Tebbets said it was apparent th at 
M r. Ross had forgotten th at all or EC-irly 
ail of th e w ater th at ru n s through the 
canal com es from the county in the first 
place—from B urns slough. 
T he original 
course of B urns slougli was through the 
city, and the canal was built lor the cur- 
pose of carrying the w ater around the city. 


SUPPORTING ROSS' ARGUMENT. 
Mr. Rcss thanked the Supervisor for this 
last statem ent. 
"T h at is a correct statem ent of th ? case, ’ 
said he, sm ilingly, “ every word of th at is in 
support of m y argum ent. 
Of course, the 
canal was built to !> -netit the city, ami ti e 
city is the party who should see th3t it is 
tasen care of.” 
T hen Mr. Greer wanted to say som ething 
apropos to the subject under discussion, 
so he called M r. Ross back to the chair. 
Mr. G reersaid he considered the m atter 
of great im portance both to the city and 
county. 
"I have been hoping for years.” 
he said, “that som ething w ould be done to 
rem edy this evil—for an evil it is—and I 
w ill do m y utm ost at any lim e to assist 
w hen an effort is m ade to effect a rem edy. 
T he canal is an eyesore and a great danger 
to residents. 
T he stench arising from it is 
unbearable, 
and 
sickness 
prevails 
ail 
through th e neighborhood it passes through. 
If this H ealth Officer \D r. McKee) had 
taken the pain3 to inquire am ong the peo­ 
ple along the line of the canal and found 
out how m uch sickness there is. he would 
have know n m ore than is contained in his 
report.” 
Dr. McKee began to m ove about rest­ 
lessly. and w anted to Bay som ething, but 
M r. Greer had the floor yet. 
" I'll vote for Mr. Tebbet s m otion,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Greer, “because I believe the 
canal belongs to the city and county both. 
T hey both built it and ihey should both 
take care cf it. 
1 also believe th at the City 
T rustees should take care of the drainace 
w ater and debris at the lower end of the 
city, and not throw it upon the people who 
live in the ‘pocket.’ 
I th in k Mr. Tebbets' 
m otion is one of the best ever m ade on 
this floor. 
Surely a conference will cost 
nothing, and a great deal of good m ight re­ 
su lt from it.” 
DR. M’KEE 
REPLIES. 
Mr. Rcss got the floor, and m ade another 
speech after Mr. Greer ha i concluded, and 
reiterated all of his objections, concluding 
by declaring again th at the Board h id w ill­ 
fully and know ingly expended m oney al­ 
ready on th e canal w hen it had no right to 
do 30. 
Mr. Tebbets took the C hairm an to tssk 
for ihis assertion, and som e hot words were 
exchanged. 
T hen Dr. McKee saw his opportunity, 
during a m om entary lull, to reply to Mr. 
Greer. 
H e said he had not gonejabout 
am ong th e people living near the canal in ­ 
quiring as to th eir health, because be had 
som ething else to do. and besides, the 
B oard had only instructed him to visit the 
w inery. 
H e had no doubt, however, that 
t i e stench from th e canal had caused m uch 
sickness d arin g the sum m er m onths, and 
w ould again next sum m er,,unless rem edied. 
Supervisor Bate3 
chipped 
in at this 
juncv&re, for the first time daring the dis­ 
cussion. 
“Let’s go out, and stop them 
winery and brewery fellers from dumping 
their slush into the canal. 
That’ll fix the 
hull business.” 


Supervisor Black was asked hi3 opinion. 
“ A h, go on: this rain ’il wash out a h the 
stink,” was his laconic and philosophic 
reply. 
Ross, Tebbets and Greer each took turns 
again and devoted another half honr to 
going over the sam e ground previously 
traversed by them , and then a vote was 
taken on Tebbets’ m otion to appoint a con­ 
ference com m ittee of three. 
T he motioD was carried by the votes of 
Tebbets, B 'ack and Greer. 
Bates and Ross 
voted “ no."’ 
T he 
C hairm ao 
then 
ap­ 
pointed Greer, Bates and Black on the 
com m ittee. Mr. Tebbets did not desire to 
act, as his term of office expires this 
m onth. 


COUNTY BUSINESS. 


P ro ceed in g s of th e Supervisors a t Yes­ 
terd a y 's Session. 
T he Board of Supervisors resum ed its 
session 
yesterday m orning. 
All of the 
m em bers were presenW md Ross was in the 
chair. 
L ittle was done during the m orning ex­ 
cept exam ining bills and claim s against the 
county and auditing them . 
It had been previously arranged th at the 
Board should go in a body at 11 o'clock to 
inspect th e recent repairs m ade on the 
Tw elfth-street trestle bridge, but owing to 
the rain th e trip was postponed. 
J . C. Medley, representing the How ards, 
appeared before the B iard and asked that 
the m onthly allowance m ade by the county 
for the charitable organization be increased 
tem porarily from $150 to $350. 
H e ex­ 
plained th at at this tim e of the year 
the Association 
was 
called 
upon 
for 
an im m ense am ount of assistance, in the 
way of fuel, clothing and food, for the 
poor, and in consequence needed m ore 
m oney. 
T he m em bers of the Board all seemed 
favorable to tu» proposition, but as they 
were engaged on the claim s, deferred ac­ 
tion in tiie m atter. 
At the afternoon 
session 
Supervisor 
Greer called the attention of the Board to a 
com m unication that had been received 
from County School Superintendent H ow ­ 
ard em bodying a plan for establisbing per­ 
m anent school 
districts. 
These districts 
have for years been the source of a great 
deal of annoyance to the county, for the 
reason that they had never been th o r­ 
oughly established. 
Questions were con­ 
stantly arising involving th e coirectness of 
the boundaries, and the Supervisors and 
School Superintendents were consequently 
placed in aw kw ard predicam ents! 
R e­ 
cently, however, Mr. H ow ard took upon 
him self the task of denning the bounda­ 
ries, and his com m unication yesterday was 
the result of his work. 
T he Board adopted th e boundaries sug­ 
gested by the S uperintendent by a unani­ 
m ous vote.

T here appears to be a heavy storm t 
over the Pacifi. cons..

From present indications the 
direction of the path of the progressive 
m ovem ent w ill oe esst-southeast across 
Southern Oregon and N orthern California. 
The tem perature has risen slightly in Ore­ 
gon and N orthw estern California.

THE COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS CON­

T he Convention of C ounty School Super­ 
intendents convened at 10 o’clock yester­ 
day m orning, w ith President H oitt in the 
chair. 
A lter the consideration of 
the 
school law, the com m ittee on cities of the 
second, third, fourth, fifth and sixth classes 
an a incorporated tow ns announced that 
they were ready to report. 
C hairm an 
M oiyneaux then read the follow ing report, 
w hich was a d o p te d : 
A review of the Municipal Corpora ion Act re­ 
veals the fact that cities of the tilth class are the 
only unes whose charters under said Act do not 
prescribe a modus operand! by which school 
bonds may be voted, issued and sold; therefore, 
we recommend that the municipal corporation 
hill, entitled an Act to provide for the organiza­ 
tion, incorporation and government ul muni­ 
cipal corporations, approved March 13.)8«3, be 
amended by inserting after paragraph 
Sec­ 
tion 798 of Article V. of said Act, the following 
paragraphs, to wit: 
To recommend to the City Trustees the amount 
of money necessary to be raised by bonds for 
the purchase of school sites and the erection 
and equipment of nc-w school buildings, and 
the said City Trustees shall, on the receipt of 
caid recomm-ndatiou, at once call an election 
of the qualified electors of said city for the issu­ 
ance of bonds to the saidamount recommended 
which bonds, if voted, shall be isMtcd and sold 
by said City Trustees, at not less than tneir face 
value, and the proceeds of such sale to be at 
once deposited in the City 1 reasurv, and be 
known and designated as the Site and' Building 
Fund, and shall be subject to tbe or ler of said 
Boa'd of Education for the purpose herein 
specified, and for such purpose only. 
T he C om m ittee on School Census sub­ 
m itted their report, as follows : 
First—That sub-division 16 of Section 1617 be 
amended to read as follows: "On or before the 
1st day of April in each year, to appoint a 
School Census Marshal and notify the iuperin 
tenceat of Schools thereof; provided that in 
cities the appointment shall be subject to the 
approval of the City Superintendent of Schools; 
and provided further, that iu cities the School 
Census Marshal appointed by the Boards of 
Education sha!1 appoint subject to approval bv 
the City Superintendent, such number of assist­ 
ant Census Marshals as may be determined by­ 
said Boaidsof Education.’’ 
We further recommend that Section 1631 be so 
amended as to read as follows: “It sbail be the 
duty ot ihe Census Marshal: 
First—To take 
annually, between the 15lh and :;oth davs ot 
April, inclusive, a census of all children under 
17 years of age. who were re-idents of his dis 
trict on said 15th day of April. Second—To re­ 
port the result of iiis labors to the uperintend- 
ent of Schools on or before the 5th dav of May 
in each year.” 
We further recommend that a new subdi­ 
vision be added to section 1631 to be designated 
as Subdivision Fourth, reading as follows: 
“4. Before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties, the Census Marshal and every Assistaut 
Census Marshal shall taSe the oath of office 
and shall file the same with the Superintendent 
of Schools. Said oath may be admini-tered by 
the Superintendent of Schools or hr the Clerk 
of the Board of Trustees." 
We further recommend that Subdivision 4, 
Section 16£6, be amended to read: 
"4. The Census Marshals and the Assistant 
Census Marshals shall have power to administer 
oaths to parents and guardians whenever such 
course may be deemed proper or necessary.” 
We further recommend that Section 1634 be 
amended by adding to the end of said section 
the w c-rds: 
"And, provided further, that no claims for 
compensation sha’.i be audited bv the Tiustees 
or Superintendent of Schools uutil the reports 
of the Census Marshal shall have been approved 
by the Superintend"— -* -"

to agree u p ■ 
and they were dis­ 
charged in the e ening by Judge A rm ­ 
strong. 
On tbe lir.: ballot the ju ry stood 
six for conviction of assault ip m urder and 
six for acquittal and this rem ained u n ­ 
changed until the last ballot was taken.

The com m ittee appointed to revise Sec­ 
tion 1560. A rticle IX ., of the school law. re­ 
ported as follows: 
We recommend that 
the section 
be 
so 
amended as to authorize and require cities em­ 
ploying seventy or more teachers to hold annu­ 
ally, at least, Teachers' Institutes of not less 
than three nor more than five davs'duration, 
and that in cities holding such institutes the 
expense, not exceeding 5:00 annually, shall be 
paid from the special school funds of said cities; 
aud provided funher that the teachers of said 
cities be not required to attend the annual 
county iastitute. 


T he com m ittee delegated to consider Su­ 
perintendent H o itt’s recom m endation, ad­ 
vising a reduction of the am ount of work 
giveD in the courses of study throughout 
tbe Stste reported, recom m ending th at Sec­ 
tions 1665 and 1666 of th e school law be 
am ended so as to read as follows: 


Section 166-5. Instructions mast he given in 
the following branches in the several grades in 
which each may be required, viz : Reading, 
writing, orthography, arithmetic, geography, 
grammar, bi-tory of the United States, elements 
of book-keeping, with oral instructions in the 
elements o: physiology and hygiene, with spe­ 
cial instructions as to the nature of alcoholic 
drinks and narcotics and their eflects upon the 
human system. 
Section 1666. Other studies may be autho­ 
rized by the Board of Education ot any county, 
city ■ r city and county, including vccal music, 
industrial drawing, practical entomology and 
civil governments, but no such studies can he 
pursued to the neglect o: exclusión of the studies 
in the preceding section specified. 


T he report was adopted. 
S uperintendent H olt: stated th at the 
com m ittee appointed to decide w hich of 
th ° pian? subm itted for an educational ex­ 
hibit at tbe W orld's F air in 1893, were tbe 
bes-, bad come to the conclusion th at th e 
plan of Warren Cheney, of San Francisco, 
was the m ost m eritorious. 
H e w ill ac­ 
cordingly receive the prize of $100 offered 
by D. O. Mills. 
'M r. Cheney was present at tb e session 
and he thanked the com m ittee for the 
honor extended him . 
H e also m ade a few 
w ell-tim ed remarks on educational mat­ 
ters. 
The committee appointed to formulate 
memorial resolutions as a tribute to the 
memory of the late Superintendent J. L. 
W ilson, of Colnsa, and H . A. Moses, of this 
citv, submitted fitting resolutions. 
Professor John Dickerson, of Los A n­ 
geles, was, upon motion, made an honor­ 
ary member of the Convention. 
Professor 
Dunbar, of Oakland, was similarly honored.

T he com m ittee selec ed to consider rec­ 
om m endations Nos 2, 3. 4, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 
13 and 16, prepared by Superintendent

R ecom m endation No. 
4 advised th at tb ea n n o sl report of the State 
Board of H orticulture be required by law 
to be placed in every public school library 
in the State. 
R ecom m endation No. 12 ad­ 
vocated the adoption by the Legislature of 
a free text-book system . 
T here was con­ 
siderable discussion pro and con before tbe 
resolution wa“ adopted. 
R com m endation 
No 16. w hich was adopted, was as follows: 
"T h at tbe law providing for the distribu­ 
tion of State text books be am ended, m ak ­ 
ing it a m isdem eanor for any person in the 
State to sell any one of the State text-books 
for a higher retail price than that fixed by 
the State Board of Education, and allow ing 
all persons who wish to handle them under 
such restriction.” 
Superintendent H oitt recom m ended th at 
a certain day be fixed as “ A rbor D ay” 
throughout the State, but the "om raittee 
reported adversely on the proposition. T he 
different C ounty 
Superintendents agree 
that it was m ore satisfactory for them to 
fix tbe day w hen thpy saw fit. 
Superintendents C hipm an, Fisher and 
Goodell of the "O m nibus Com m ittee.” who 
were appointed to report on m atters in 
general, and especially on subjects which 
had not been touched by any of the other 
com m ittees, handed in ibe following reso­ 
lution drafted by them , and w hich was 
unanim ously adopted : 
Resolved, That while certain of the 5tate text­ 
books, notably the primary language lessons 
and elementary geography, have met the ap­ 
probation of the public school teachers of the 
State, we desire to record, our severe criticism 
aud disapproval of others of the Sta.e series, 
and express our judgment that their thorough 
revision by competent authors so as to adapt 
them to the wants ot the schools, is imperative 
aud should be entered upon at once.

Orders have been received from W ash­ 
ington for the enlistm ent of 1,200 Indians 
for attachm ent to the various regim ents in 
th e neighborhood of the Indian troubles, 
tw o troops to each cavalry regim ent and 
tw o com panies to each infantry. 


COLONEL H EY L'S REPOET. 
Inspectcr G eneral H eyl, of the Division 
of the M issouri, returned to headquarters 
this m orning after an absence of nearly 
two weeks in the 
N orthw est. 
“From 
Chicago I w ent 
to P ine Ridge,” said 
Colonel H eyl. 
“ Wrhen I reached th ere o n 
th e 20’.h I found the Indians quiet and evi­ 
dently inclined to be peaceful. 
There is 
no doubt th at the rapid concentration of 
troops at Pine R idge prevented an o ut­ 
break. 
M any reports sent by correspond­ 
ents are sensational, and are w orking great 
in ju ry to th e settlem ents. 
M any settlers

R esolution

Opposing 
the

Ocola (Fla.), D ecem ber 3d.—T he sensa­ 
tion of the m orning session ol the F ar­ 
m ers' A lliance was when President Living­ 
ston of the Georgia A lliance, to a question 
of privilege, denounced as infam ously false 
an insinuation in certain new spapers aim ed 
at Dr. M cK une and him self, and even at 
President Polk, in connection w ith the re­ 
cent sensational contest in Georgia. 
H e 
dem anded tne appointm ent of a fair and 
im partial com m ittee to thoroughly investi­ 
gate the charges. 
President Polk and Dr. M cK une also 
spoke, and it was decided that a com m ittee 
of investigation be appointed, to consist of 
one m em ber from each State delegation, to 
m ake a thorough and searching investiga­ 
tion, in accordance w ith the dem and of the 
gentlem an concerned. 
A t the afternoon session W . S. M cAllis­ 
ter, of M ississippi, introduced a pream ble 
an d resolution setting forth th at the Presi­ 
dent of the U nited States recom m ends and 
urges the im m ediate passage ol the Lodge 
b ill; th a t said bill involves a radical revo­ 
lution in th e election m achinerv of the 
U nion, and its passage will be fatal to the 
autonom y of State and cherished liberties 
of citizens : that said bill is partisan in 
speech and will be partisan in application : 
th a t we do m ost solem nly protest against 
th e passage of said bill, and most earnestly 
petition our Senators to em ploy all final 
and legal m eaus to defeat this unpatriotic 
m easure, w hich can result in nothing but 
evil to o ar com m on and beloved country. 
M cA llister m ade a strong speech in favor 
of th e resolution. 
D elegate D em ing of Pennsylvania said he 
regarded the introduction of the resolution 
as untim ely; 
th at there was largely pre­ 
valent at the N orth a feeline th at the 
F arm ers A lliance was a Southern organi­ 
zation, and th at the passage of these reso­ 
lutions w ouid strengthen their opinion and 
check the grow th of the A lliance in the 
N orth and East. 
A delegate from Illinois expressed the 
sentim ent th at he feared th e adoption of 
th e resolution w ould confirm the charge 
th at th e F arm ers A lliance is a partisan 
body. 
T he A lliance is getting a grip in the 
W est and in localities where the R epubli­ 
can sentim ent is strong. 
T his action of 
th e N ational O rder w ould tend to throw it 
in to political disrepute, and stop its expan­ 
sion over the W est and N orthw est. 
A fter several other speeches, however, 
M cA llister's m otion to adopt th e resolu­ 
tion was put and carried ananim ously, 
am id w ild enthusiasm . 
A resolution was also adopted denounc­ 
ing the Louisiana lottery as a blow at 
A m erican civilization and 
m orals, and 
asking for the subm ission to the people of 
A m erica of an am endm ent to th e A m eri­ 
can constitution prohibiting the operation 
of lotteries in any State. 
A resolution will be offered to-m orrow 
indorsing Senator S tanford's bill for loan­ 
ing m oney at tw o per cent, interest on 
ruortgag es to ru n th irty years.
